of its Washington ’red front' organizations, not content to join in

VA.M KTT*^N and JOSKPF E. KFLLKR conducted a surveillance in the vicinity 
of 1?5 Joliet Street, Southwest, where a social affair sponsored by 
the Southwest ^anch of the Progressive party, District of Columbia, 
was in prepress* Tt was noted that this affair was being held in the 
apartment of KT.FANOR and JOSEPH REISER. Among the automobiles which 
were parked in the vicinity and whose occupants entered the above 
address was an automobile registered to APE JACK/S^TROVELL of 1102 
146 th Street, S.E. ' 

On the evening of June I6, 1951, SA ?AN ET^E^I and GILBERT 
G- RKNJAT!ITI took up a surveillance in the vicinity of ii863 Potomac 
Avenue, Northwest, where the Progressive Party was sponsoring a 
social function. Observed in the vicinity of the above address was 
an automobile registered to A nr; JACK SUROPEIL of 1102 li6th Street, 

S.E*, but the occupants of this automobile were not observed* 

On 'December 6, 1951* the V.’asViing ton Committee to Defend 
the Rill of Rights held a bizarre at 166? Kalarama Road, N.VJ. 

Special Arents VA ’ CKAV/RijtD f. WTM lAMS and i-.'TKff'RED K. 

A!-D1;hS observed persons entering and leaving this affair. At 1:16 
p.m,, an unidentified white mari parked his automobile and entered 
1867 Kaiorama Road, Northwest, and departed at 2:u7 p.m. It was 
found that this automobile was registered to APR J. SBROVIillL,

It should also be ported out with reference to infomB-tion 
furnished by MAX and H.ELE?\’pH3i^TCHER tnat HEJbTiE EIITT/’ER has gone 
into some detail in explaining the workings of the Communist Party 
group of which she was a member while in Washington, D. C. (Th-is 
mroup was the Navy Department cell of the Communist party v>iich was 
not identified in the dota'^ls of enclosed report to avoid possible 
disclosure of informant's identity.) Mrs. KI-TTCurp. has advised that 
no '’arty memhership cards were issued and dues were collected by the 
chairman who was elected for a period of one year. He would then 
t\im the money over to another person who was known to the cii airman 
to be in contact with rommirr st Party headquarters. 

In addition to information reported as coming from MAX 

it is further noted tltJ t his membership was also in the 
Ravy IXipartment cell of the Ccm.-’unlst Party tuid was continuous from 
around IVlO to the spring of 19!i8 or early summer. At that time he 
advised the chairman of the cell that he was dj.scontinuinm his 
Comnninict party membership ami returning to New York, The chainnan 
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to whom MAX ELITCHP.ft f^ave this iniormation was ABE SUKO^'ELt and 
SI'KOViCLJ.’s membershifj in the Communii>t party was still in effect when 
ELITCfIFii left '.Cashinpiton, D. C* 

'=*ilcs of the V.-ash ini’ ton field Office also reflect that on 
October 27, 19b0, the sui^Ject, AhRAWJ* JACOB Sl^OW.I.L, testified 
• before the Southern District cf New York Grand Jury which was

iSORKLL. At this time ShROVELI- refused to ans;iC*r any questions of 
\the nrand Jury on frounds of possible self~incri*- jjriation.

Mrs, JOHH ^V, HIOX, 1100 liSth Street, Southeast, Washington, D.C,, 
advised that subject anti wife resiila at 1102 with their three children, PAUL, 
approxint^tsly five years of age, and twins, ALLEN and X'^FFREY, about 'ttiree 
years old* 
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T-2, of known reliability, was a noraber of tho Cotanunist Party 
in r/ashington, D. C. , during the period 19li3-Ij6. ‘ T-2 advised in February, 
1952, the infonaant knew SIHiOVSIX as a laeniber of T-2 *3 group in the 

Communist Party, The infornant stated that KSTKZ:^ SUIiCT/ELL was also a 
member of the HouseiTivos Group of the Corantunist Party. T-2 could not 
furnish the exact dates of SSTiCT .5ailOVSLL*s membership in tho Conraunist 
Party. 


T-3, of Imown reliability, has also advisod that ESTICT SUPOVSLL 
was known to T-3 as a moraber of the Comnunist Party during the same period, 
but was also unable to fumi^ her exact. member^ip dates. 

On June 5, 1952, T-)i, of Imayn reliability, advised th'^t 
and JACK SUiiOVSLL vrero mothers of the Progress?-ve Party, Tfas)iinrton, D.'*cV, 
and were considered '»gooct people'* by P^og^a^Jslve leaders in this areav 
i)i 0 informant stated that and the subject have never, to the infonant’s 

kno'.aedge, disagreed with any Coianunist Party policy or program. Phis infoi^- 
mant had no information which ^vould positively identify ESTHER and JACK 
SUROVELL as members of tho Conmnist Party.

Ha resigned 
this position January 20, 19l;2. ^ , 

Further reference to the subject* s Navy Department personnel ■ 
file discloses he was eiaployed on February 9* I9ii2, as an engineer and f 

draftsman. Hydrographic Office, TM^ington, 5, C* Accoi'ding to this file ' \ 

he v;as given a military furlough on December 1, I9li2. Effective February l8,' 
I9ii6, SUROVELL returned to the above position aid was promoted to Nautical 
Scientist on April 15, 19ii6, Subject resigned this euiplc^ymont (xi June 27, 

19li7, to accept a position in private industry*

T-3 has advised that T-3 joined the United Federal Workers of 
America in Washington, D. C., in 19ii2 or 19^3 and was active in Communist Party 
work, Washington, D* C., until 19ii8* T-3 knew ABE SUROVELL as a Communist 

Party member throughout the above period* 

Reference has been made to information s upplied by the subject 
on August 28, 1950* The following is quoted as a portion of a voluntary state- 
ment made by the subject at that time; 

* • I have never been and I am not now a member of the Communist

Progressive Party 

T'-l) 0 f known reliability^ stated that JACK SUROVELL and ESTHER 
SUHOVELL were among approximately 225 persons who attended a mass meeting 
sponsored by the Progressiye Party of the District of Columbia held at 
Odd Fellows Hall, Ninth and T Streets, N- W., Washington, D. C., on 
October 16, 1952, which meeting featured a speech hy CHARLOTTA BASS, 
Progressive Party candidate for the Vice Presidency of the United States. 

It is noted that in November, 1952, T-2 stated that the 
current leaders of the Progressive Party of the District of Columbia were 
either Communists or Communist synpathizers, and that this organization 
bad never, to the infonnant’s knowledge, opposed any Communist Party 
issue or program. Infoa’mant stated that on occasions resolijttions had 
been adopted by the Progressive Party of the District of Columbia which 
had been Introduced by various individuals at the direction of the 
Communist Party. 

T-1 stated that JACK S^JROVEU and ESTHER SUROVELL were among 
an estimated fifty persons who attended a meeting sponsored by the Prince 
Georges - Mongtoroery County Progressive Party held upstairs over the 
Silver Spring Liquor Dispensary at Silver Spring, I-Jaryland, on the evening 
of Septeirber 15, 1953* Informant stated that the main speaker et this 
meeting was the writer, CARL J-IARZANI. 

T-3, of kno^m reliability, also mentioned that the subject and 
ESTHER SUROVSLL were present at the above mentioned meeting in Silver 
Spring. 


It is noted that T-ii, of knovm reliability, has stated that the 
Prince Georges - Montgomery County Progressive Party is affiliated with 
the Progressive Party of l-Iaryland. 

It is further noted that T“5> of known reliability, stated in 
.September, 19ii9, that the Progressive Party of Maryland was dominated and 
controlled by District U of the Communist Party - USA, and was used to 
further the aims of the Communist Party; however, the infermant stated 
that all members of the Progressive Party of Maryland were not necessarily 
members of the Communist Party.

based upon the Progressive Party nailing list.

The National Conmittee to Secure Justice in the 
Rosenberg Case (NCSJRC) maintains national headquarters in Room 
D, 940 Broadway, New York City, and the mailbox servicing this 
office is labeled "Sobell Committee." 

JULIUS and ETHEL ROSENBERG and MOBXON SOBELL were 
convicted in the United States District Court, Southern District 
of New York, on March 29, 1951, of conspiracy to conmit 
espionage on behalf of the Soviet Union. The RDSENBERGs were 
sentenced to death on April 5, 1951, and MORTON SOBELL to thirty 
years imprisonment on the same date. JULIUS and ETHEL ROSENBERG 
were legally executed at Sing Sing Prison, Ossining, New York, 
on June 19, 1953, and MORTON SOBELL is currently serving his 
sentence at the United States Penitentiary, Alcatraz, California. 

HOWARD RUSHMORE, a newspaper reporter with the "New 
York Journal American," advised in January, 1952, that the 
NCSJRC was formed on January 2, 1952, for the purpose of 
obtaining a new trial for the ROSENBERGs. 


An informant advised on May 9, 1956 that the NCSJRC 
was attempting to keep alive the Rosenberg Case and to fight 
for the release of MORTON SOBELL. He stated that the CP took 
an extremely active part in assisting the committee.

A review of the Bureau^s file in this 
matter shows that the subject was reportedly a member 
of the American Peace Mobilization in 1941; the 
Washington Bookshop Association, 1942-*1947; the 
Communist Party (CP) and Cojmupist Political Association, • 
1943^1948; the Progressive Party of the District of 
Columbia (PPDC), 1953^-1954; attended meetings and functions 
of the PPDC, 1952-1956; attended meetings of the Emergency 
Committee to Defend lEtrie Richardson and the Washington 
Committee to Defend the Bill of Rights in 1952; and 
attended a meeting held by the Rosenberg—Sobell Committee 
of Washington, D. C., in Movember, 1954, and May, 1956. 

The subject invoked the Fifth Amendment when appearing 
before the House Committee on Hn-American Activities in 
October, 1953, and was uncooperative lohen interviewed in 
April, 2957. 

In view of the subject ^s reported iriactivity j 
in CP or related affairs, the Bureau is of the opinion 
that he does not represent a threat to the internal 
security of the coim,try. The Bureau is canceling the 
Security Index card on the subject and you should do 
likewise.
